What Vichy Did for Tokyo 


XACTLY ONE YEAR AGO TODAY MR. 
Koh Ishii, spokesman for the Japanese 


cabinet’s Information Bureau, anrfounced 
to the world that his country could not| 
| “remain indifferent” to the shipment of 


| munitions from the United States to Russia 
| through Vladivostok. Several Japanese news 
papers published editorials echoing similar 
| sentiments. One explained that even if the

CHICAGO—Now that women 
doctors are so desperately needed 
to free men for military service 
and to take over civilian medical 
requirements, the nation finds It- 
self with only handful of 
women physicians and surgeons, 
says Dr. R. R. Spencer of the Na- 
of Health, Be 
thesda, Md., writing in the cur 
rent issue of War Medicine. 

While the policy of discourag- 
ing women from entering medical 
schools has been “short-sighted 
and ungenerous, this is no time| 
for postmortems,” says Dr. Spen- 
cer. He urges that college women
